Thousands protest ahead of Chavez anniversary 


CARACAS (AFP) - Tliou- 
sands of flag-waving protest¬ 
ers flooded the streets of 
Venezuela's capital Tuesday 
to keep the pressure on the 
government on the eve of 
commemorations marking 
the anniversary of Hugo 
Chavez's death 

Led by students, marchers 
dressed in white proceeded 
peacefully as they streamed 
through middle-class neigh¬ 
borhoods of Caracas toward 
Pet are, a sprawling slum on 
the city's eastern edge. 

The demonstrators said 
tliey wanted to show that pro¬ 
testers are not just from the 
middle-class and that the 
capital's poorer pi aces are not 
all strongholds of the social¬ 
ist government. 

" It's a lie that Petare is I DO 
percent Chavista," said 
Morel a Perez, a 35-year-old 
unemployed resident of the 
bamo, winch is known to in¬ 
clude a mix of government 
backers and supporters of op- 
p 0 siti 0 n 1 eader H enn que 


Capnles. 

Holding a sign tliat read 
"Petare you are not Chav¬ 
ista," she said protests have 
not happened liiere because 
people are afraid of pro- 
Chavez activists. 

At least IS people have 
died and more than 260 were 
injured since the protests 
erupted February 4 in the 
western border city of San 
Cnstob af. i gin ting the biggest 
challenge yet to the iieEirly 
year-old govennaent of 
Chavez's handpicked succes¬ 
sor, Nicolas Maduro 

Tlie opposition has been 
intent on keeping up tlie mo¬ 
mentum of montli-old 
protests against the Maduro 
government, which is trying 
just as hard to defrise the 
protest movement. 

Tlie government has en¬ 
couraged Venezuelans to take 
frill advantage of the aimual 
Carnival holidays, winch end 
Tuesday. 

On Wednesday, it is stag¬ 
ing a military and civilian pa¬ 


rade to mark one year since 
Chavez's death of cancer, 
after 14 years in office. 

Rampant crime, soanng 
inflation, shortages and wors¬ 
ening living conditions have 
fueled anger’With the govern¬ 
ment, particularly among the 
hard-lnt middle class. 

Analysts say the protests 
centered on the middle-cl ass 
have yet to pose a threat to 
tlie Maduro government, 
wliich relies on a well of sup ¬ 
port among the poor. 

But Manana Fonseca, a 39- 
year-old graphic designer m a 
baseball cap tlie colors of tlie 
Venezuelan flag, sad the pro¬ 
testers were marclimg towEird 
Petare because the poor also 
are affected by street crime. 

’'Tlie people in the bamos 
are also with tlie cause," she 
said. 

■I am protesting for many 
reasons. One is the violence 
in the streets, the robberies 
and die kidne^jpmgs. But also 
because of the shortages of 
tlie tilings like flour, oil and 
toilet paper," she said. 



US pledges $1 bln to

KIEV (AFP) - Washington 
on Tuesday announced a $ 1 
billi on support package for 
debt-laden Ukraine as US 
Secretary of State John Kerry 
became the highest-profile 
foreign diplomat to visit 
Kiev's new iiitenm govern¬ 
ment amid a Cold-War style 
standoff ’With Russia. 

Stepping up the rhetoric 
against Russia, Kerry ac¬ 
cused Moscow of loolang for 
a "pretext" to invade Ukraine 
and condemned Russia's in¬ 


tervention on the flashpoint 
Crimean peninsula as an "act 
of aggression" 

Kerry's trip and the an¬ 
nouncement of financial aid 
seemed designed to liighlight 
Waslungton's determination 
to support the authorities in 
Kiev as the West grapples to 
bring under control tlie most 
serious crisis in the region 
since the fall of the Berlin 
Wall 111 15S9.

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Putin calms war fears but 
defiant on keeping Crimea 
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MOSCOW (AFP) - Rusaaii 
President Vladimir Putin has 
calmed fears of an imminent 
war between Russia and 
Ukraine's new authorities but 
also made clear tliat Moscow 
has no intention of loosening 
its new gnp on Cnmea in de¬ 
fiance of Western anger. 

Breaking an uncharacter¬ 
istic silence since the down¬ 
fall of president Viktor 
Yanukovych IQ days ago, 
Putin on Tuesday displayed 
no fear of a prolonged crisis 
in ties with the West over the 
situation in the Ukrainian re¬ 
gion o f Cnmea wliich is now 
controlled by pro-Moscow 
forces. 

He also showed zero incli¬ 
nation of recognising tlie new 
Kiev authorities winch came 
to power after the ousting of 
Yanukovych but admitted the 
deposed leader had neither a 
political future nor any au- 
thonty. 

The standoff between 
Moscow and the new pro- 
West leaderslnp had

prompted apocalyptic fears 
of Russian tanks rolling 
across Ukraine's eastern bor¬ 
ders in a conflict that could 
drawm NATO. 

But Putin's comments ap¬ 
peared to calm the wildest 
3cenanos while making clear 
his steely determination that 
Russia would not give up its 
newly-acquired control over 
Cnmea, a region witli a ma¬ 
jority Russia-speaking popu¬ 
lation. 

"Putin made clear that 
they ™11 not be an extensive 
war -- at least such a radical 
scenario has been set aside," 
said Alexei Makarkin of tlie 
Centre for Political Technol¬ 
ogy in Moscow. 

"But he will not leave 
Cnmea and he is going to 
preserve real control there." 

The Russian strongman 
said Paissia would use force 
as a "last resort' and there 
was no current necessity to 
send troops in. 

Putin strongly denied that 
Russian troops were already 
in Cnmea and said that it was 
"local self defence forces" 
who were in control of the 
Black Sea peninsula. 

It appears Putin wants to 
keep Crimea part of 
Moscow's sphere, even if tlie 
rest of Ukraine is not set to 
dnft to the West after tlie 
ousting 0 f Yanukovych 

Formal annexation to 
Russia may not be on the 
cai'ds but Putin will make 
sure the writ of the Kiev au¬ 
thorities has little value on 
the peninsula. 

A p ro-Kremlin pnme iiuii- 
isterhas already been named 
in Cnmea and a referendum 
set for March 30 is set to seal 


its status as a Moscow satel¬ 
lite 

Makarkin SEud Cnmea 
may become a region like the 
impoverished Russian-speak¬ 
ing Trans dm eslr breakaway 
region of Moldova which is 
kept functioning by Moscow 
Another, more extreme op¬ 
tion, would be recogmsmg its 
independence in the ftiture, 
as Moscow did with the 
Georgian breakaway region 
of Abkliazia. 

'Putin wants Crimea as 
souvenir' 

For a man who famously 
descnbed tlie break-up of the 
USSF. as the greatest geopo¬ 
litical tragedy of the 3Qth 
century, there is a huge at¬ 
traction in grabbing Crimea, 
a region winch many Rus¬ 
sians regard as part of their 
nation. 

Putin is also eyeing the 
situation in the largely Russ¬ 
ian-speaking east of Ukraine 
but that region would prove a 
far bigger -- and more dan¬ 
gerous -- mouth fill for the 
Kremlin. 

"He wants to showtliat we 
are not going to give up 
Crimea but we don't want a 
rupture with the international 
commuinty/ said Makarkin. 

Putin a week ago was 
soaking up praise for Russia's 
smooth organisation of the 
Sochi Olympics but showed 
remarkably little concern 
about the international reper¬ 
cussions, slinigging off West¬ 
ern tlireats not to show up to 
the GS summit Fmssia is due 
to host in Soclii 

"If they dont want to 
come, they don't need to," he 
said.

Tlie deadly clashes there 
culminated in tlie ouster of 
pro-Kremlin president Viktor 
Yanukovych late last month, 
triggering tlie Cniiiean cnsis. 

Kerry said Prussia had 
committed an "act of aggres¬ 
sion ill Ukraine" by mo bilis- 
ing troops in Crimea.

On Tuesday, the European 
Commission also offered an 


aid package reportedly worth 
more than one billion euros, 
as cash-strapped Ukraine 
says it needs 25 billion euros 
($35 billion) over two years. 

US officials travelling 
with Kerry said Moscow 
could face sanctions within 
days. 

■I think there will be 
movement on sanctions very 
likely later in this week and 
til ere is a whole spectnim of 
sanctions," one said, speak¬ 
ing on condition of 
anonymity. 

US f¥esident Barack 
Obama said Russia was not 
"fooling anybody" over the

In its annual report, the UN 
ageii'iry said it sbiw a "danger¬ 
ous” trend in Uniguay after 
President Jose Mujica signed 
into law in December Ins gov¬ 
ernment's conti'oversial plan to 
oversee tire production and sale 
of marijuana. 

The International Nai cotics 
Control Board whi'di monitors 
the implementation of interna¬ 
tional treaties on drugs, said 


Umguay was m violation o f tlie 
i9dl Single Convention on 
Narcotic Drugs. 

The treaty prohibits tire pro- 
dui^on and supply of specific 
drugs except under licence for

Record 278 nominees for Peace 
Prize: Nobel Institute 


OSLO (AFP) -US whistle¬ 
blower Edward Snowden, 
Pakistani schoolgirl Mai ala 
Yousafzai and Russian Pi'esi- 
dent Vladimir Putin ai‘e 
among the nominees for tins 
year's Nobel Peace Pnze, as 
the Nobel Institute announced 
Tuesday a record 273 candi¬ 
dates. 

Hie Nobel committee con¬ 
vened Tuesday for the first 
time this year to examine the 
candidate list and will an¬ 
nounce the laureate in Oslo 
on October 10. 

As usual, the coinniittee re¬ 
fused to reveal die identity of 


any of the nominees, but 
Lundestad said that 47 of the 
17S candidates were organi- 
satiDiis. 

The Nobel committee con¬ 
vened Tuesday for the first 
time tins year to examine the 
candidate list. 

All nominations -- wluch 
can be made by lawmakers, 
university rectors and others 
deemed to have the light 
qualifications -- had to be 
sent before the Febmaiy 1 
deadline to be valid. 

At their first meeting, the 
five committee members 
themselves can add more 


names to the list. 

The list IS kept secret for at 
least SO years, and Lundestad 
revealed only diat 47 of the 
273 candidates were organi¬ 
sations. 

The name of tins year's lau¬ 
reate is to be announced on 
October IQ in Oslo. 

Last yeai’ saw 259 nomina¬ 
tions, then also a record, and 
the prize was awar’ded to the 
Organisation for the Prohibi¬ 
tion of Chemical Weapons 
(OPC'^^, involved to this day 
in the dismantling of the Syr¬ 
ian chemical weapons arse¬ 
nal. 


Thousands protest against Caracas 

government 



CARACAS (AFP) - Thousands of flag-waving protesters took to the streets in 
Venezuela Tuesday to keep the pressure on the government on the eve of the anniver¬ 
sary of the death of Hugo Chavez. Led by students, marchers dressed in white pro¬ 
ceeded peacefully and without incident as they streamed through middle class 
neighborhoods of Caracas toward Petare, a sprawling slum and Chavista stronghold 
on the capital’s eastern entrance. Protesters chanted ”We love you Venezuela'^ and 
"Freedom!" as they walked, carrying signs and flags in the red, yellow and blue na¬ 
tional colors. The opposition has been intent on keeping up the momentum of month- 
old protests against ^e Maduro government, which is tiying fust as hard to defuse 
the protest movement The government today is staging a military and civilian parade 
to mark one year since Chavez's death of cancer, after 14 years in office.

PARIS (AFP) - People who 
have outbursts cf anger are at 
greater nsk of having a lie art 
attack or stroke in the two 
hours immediately after the 
episode, European reseaichers 
said Tuesday. 

Tlie study - a hig review of 
published papers - is tlie first 
to give powerful statistical 
backing to suspicious that 
sti'ong emoHons can drive car¬ 
diac nsk, although the under¬ 
lying biological causes remain 
unclear. 

In the two hours imniedi- 
ately after an angry outburst, 
an individual's risk of myocar¬ 
dial infarction or acute coro- 
naty syndrome rose nearly 
five-fa Id, to 4.7 percent, com- 
paied to limes when the person 
was calm, the study found. 

Hie nsk of stroke tripled, to 
3. fi p ercent. it al so fo und. 
Tliere were also higher nsks 
for arrythima, or an erratic 
beating of the heart. 

The risks rose proportion¬ 
ately 1 f tlie p er son had a hi story 


of cardiovasculai' problems or 
was frequently angry 

"Although the nsk of expe- 
nenang an acute cardiovascu¬ 
lar event with any single 
outburst of anger is relatively 
low, the nsk can accumulate 
for people with firequent 
episodes of anger, " said Eliza¬ 
beth Mostofsky at the Harvard 
School of Public Hesltli in 
Massachusetts. 

"This IS particularly impor¬ 
tant for people who have 


b^er nsk due to atlier under¬ 
lying nsk factors or tliose who 
have already had a heait at¬ 
tack, stroke or diabetes. 

Hie researchers calculated 
that one extra heart attack per 
1Q,.Q0Q people per year can be 
expected among people with 
low cai'diDvascular nsk who 
are angry only once a month 

This rises to an extra four 
per 10, OQQ people with a high 
cal'diovascular nsk 

Among people who were 
frequently angry, five episodes 
of anger a day would result in 
some 15 S extra heart attacks 
per 1D,0QD people with a low 
cai'diavascular nsk per yem: 

Hie tally would increase to 
around 657 exti'a heart attacks 
per 10,D0O among those witli a 
liigh cardiovascular nsk. 

Hie authors point to previ¬ 
ous research winch found tliat 
psychological stress increases 
heart rate and blood pressure. 
Changes m blood flow can 
cause blood clots and may 
stimulate an inflammatory re¬ 
sponse from the immune sys¬ 
tem. 

Further research is needed 
to pinpoint tins me chain sm 
and to finetune options for 
doctors mulling whether the 
best treatment should be drugs 
to lower cholesterol or blood 
pressure or psychological help 
or physical exercise to curb 
dangerous anger episodes -- or 
perhc^is a combination.

Lq June 3003, tlie US top 
court barred states from exe¬ 
cuting intellectually disabled 
inmates, but until now left 
what determined that to the 
states themselves. In Florida, a 
person with an IQ of 70 or 
more is deemed criminally 
competent to he executed. 

Hall has an IQ of 71, but 
was declai'ed "mentally re¬ 
tarded" since cbldhoai. 

Part of bs appeal rests on 
the fact tliat he falls wilbn a 
five-percent mai'gin of error 
cited by psycbatrists and ex¬ 
perts when assessing IQ 
scores, and that an IQ test 
alone is not enougli to judge 
whether someone is “mentally 
retarded" or not. 

Seth Waxman, a lawyer for

But 1970s crime caper 
"Aliencan Hustle" andMaitin 
Scorsese's "Tlie Wolf of Wall 
Street" went home empty- 
handed horn the Oscars, the 
climax of Hollywood's annual 
awards season. 

“13 Years a Slave" won 
tliree Oscars overall, best pic¬ 
ture, best adapted screenplay 
and best suppoiling actress for 
Kenya's Lupita Nyong'o for 
her searing turn as a bmtalized 
slave. 

The movie, whidi won plau¬ 
dits for depicting slaveiy with 
a raw realism not seen in the 
past, mai'ks the first time the 
work of a black director -- 
Briton Steve McQLieen -- has 
beenhonoredwitil best picture 
glory 

"I dedicate tliis award to all 
tlie people who have endured 
slavery and the 2 1 million peo¬ 
ple who still suffer slaveiy 
today" McQueen said 

Mexican Afonso Cuaron 
won best director for "Grav¬ 
ity, “ the first Lahn Alien can to 
win the award. 

His film -- hailed for its ja.w- 
dropping imagery -- took six 
other prizes: best visual ef¬ 
fects, sound editing, sound 
mixing, ernematography, film 
editing and onginal score. 

As widely expected, Jared 
Leto won tlie best suppoiling 
actor Oscar for Ins fearless 
porti'ayal of a transgender 
woman suffenng from AIDS 
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ON 
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in “Dallas Buyers Qub." 
Before the show, Hollywood's 
finest paraded on the red car¬ 
pet, mercifully diy after storm 
clouds lifted. Nyong'o was one 
of the shining fashion stars, m 
a pale blue pleated Prada 
gown.

Tlie tliree-eiid-a-half-hour 
show averaged a 13.9 rating 
for adults aged IS-43, accord¬ 
ing to the preliminary figures 
cited by ABC, the Oscars 
broadcaster. 

DeGeneres, hosting the Os¬ 
cars for the second time -- 
seven yeai's after her first turn 
-- ordered pizza, took a star- 
studded s el fie and poked fun at 
her audience at Hollywood's 
biggest mght of the year 

Following in die footsteps of 
celebrated Oscars hosts such 
as Billy Crystal and Bob Hope, 
the 5fi-yeai’-Dld mixed wry, 
deadpan humor and cracked 
jokes at tlie expense of her A- 
list audience. 

Her celebrity selfie witli 
stai's including Brad Pitt, 
Meryl Sti'eep and Jemiifer 


Lawrence had nearly 1 Q0,00C 
retweets witlun five minutes, 
and over 3.S million by Mon¬ 
day morning 

The show's ratings were up 
some SIX percent fi'om last 
year's show, hosted by comic 
Seth MacFarlane, who was ac¬ 
cused of bad taste in some of 
his jokes. 

Wlule reviews overall were 
mixed, many critics lavished 
praise on DeGeneres, in pai^- 
ticulai' for the way she spent 
much of tire evemiig among 
the audience, rather dr an on 
stage. 

"The show was trim, fleet, 
elegant, and organic, with few 
unnecessaiy bells and whis¬ 
tles; almost everything in it 
seemed to have a purpose," 
said Entertainment Weekly. 

" H er re al aclu ev em ent 
though, was to make the 


prospect of an Oscar host 
roaming through -- and inter- 
aedng widi -- die celebrity au¬ 
dience feel, for the first dme, 
like a relaxed, fun, and totally 
natural thing to do." 

USA To day contrasted her 
perfomiance widi MacFarlane 
last year, saying producers 
Neil Meron and Craig Zadan 
had learned a lesson. 

"Choose a better host, you 
get abetter show. Choose are¬ 
ally good host, as DeGeneres 
proved to be Sunday, and you 
get the best Oscai' broadcast 
since, well, the last time she 
hosted," the newspaper wrote. 

But not everyone was con¬ 
vinced. 

“Tlus year's Oscai's was 
more like an endurance test - 
turgid, badly directed, poorly 
produced and featuring an 
endless string of tired or 


wince-induciug moments 
from host Ellen De¬ 
Generes," said die Holly¬ 
wood Reporter. 

The show's ratings in¬ 
creased for the third year m 
a row, wliile its share of 13 - 
34 year-old viewers was a 
seven-year lugh, and of 
teenagers (13-17) was a 
three-yeai'hr gli 
The most-watched Os¬ 
cars show ever was in 
199S, when 55 3 million 
people watched “Titanic* 
win 11 Academy Awards 
including best picture as 
Crystal hosted, according to 
the Los Angeles Times.

for now - the cereal is predicted to replace quinoa as the latest global "super-food". 
The poppy-seed sized grain is renowned for its nutritional qualities. Mineral-rich and 
high in protein, teff is also a slow^eleasing food, ideal for diabetics, and sought after 
by people with a gluten intolerance, or Celiac disease. In Ethiopia, teff is used to make 
mjera, a spongy fermented pancake topped with meat or vegetable stew and consumed 
with an almost religious devotion, often three times a day. In the West however, where 
It is touted by celebrity chefs and health-conscious Hollywood stars, the grain is most 
commonly ground into flour and used to make biscuits, breads, pastas and even teff 
juice. It is also a resilient crop; It can grow between sea level and 3,000 metres and is 
both drought- and floodHresistant. An estimated two million tonnes per hectare is re¬ 
quired to reach export potential.

30,000-year-old 
virus from 
permafrost is 
reborn 

PARIS (AFP) - French SCI- 
entists said Monday they 
had revived a giant but 
harmless virus that had 
been locked in the Siber¬ 
ian permafrost for more 
than 30,000 years. 

Wakening the long-dor¬ 
mant virus serves as a 
warning that unknown 
pathogens entombed in 
frozen soil may be roused 
by global warming, they 
said. 

Dubbed Pithovirus 
sibericum, the virus was 
found in a 30-metre (SB- 
footj -deep sample of per¬ 
manently frozen soil 
taken from coastal tundra 
in Chukotka, near the 
East Siberia Sea, where 
the average annual tem¬ 
perature is minus 13.4 de¬ 
grees Celsius f7.B 
degrees Fahrenheit). 

The team thawed the 
virus and watched it repli¬ 
cate in a culture in a petri 
dish, where it infected a 
simple single-cell organ¬ 
ism called an amoeba. 

Radiocarbon dating of 
the soil sample found that 
vegetation grew there 
more than 30,000 years 
ago, a time when mam¬ 
moths and Neanderthals 
walked the Earth, accord¬ 
ing to a paper published 
in the US Journal Proceed¬ 
ings of the National A cad¬ 
emy of Sciences (PNASj. 

P. sibericum is, on the 
scale of viruses, a giant - 
it has 500 genes, whereas 
the influenza virus has 
only eight. 

It is the first In a new 
category of viral whop¬ 
pers, a family known as 
Megaviridae, for which 
two other categories al¬ 
ready exist. 

Unlike the flu virus, 
though, P. stbericum is 
harmless to humans and 
anim als, for it only infects 
a type of amoeba called 
Acanthamoeba, the re¬ 
searchers said.

White House foresees steady 
growth, falling deficit 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-The 
White House projected a 
steady fall in the US deficit 
over the next decade wlule the 
economy grows moderately, 
as it released its budget for the 
3Q15 fiscal yeai' on Tuesday. 

President Barack Obama's 
team foresees the Amen can 
economy growing by 3.1 per¬ 
cent tins yeai' and by 3.4 per¬ 
cent the next, with inflation 
remaining under control, ris¬ 
ing to only 3.0 percent in 
3015. 

"Building on the progress 
already made, the budget's 
d efi cit re du eh on me asure s ai'e 
more than enough to aclueve 
the key fiscal goal of stabiliz¬ 
ing the debt as a shai'e of 
GDP," the document said. 

Hie budget projects steady 
progress in building income, 
so that the government can 
reach a primaiy suiqilus — 
spending excluding debt serv¬ 
ice -- by 3Q1S.

Hie budget for Uie year be¬ 
ginning October 1 IE projected 
at $3 9 trillion, up 6.S percent 
fi'om the current year. 

Discretionary spending -- 
the third of tliebudgetffiat ex¬ 
cludes mandatory progi'ams 
like social secunty and 
medicai’e — is barely changed 
at $1 Id tnllion, mainly be¬ 
cause of a deaJ last year with 
Republicans in Congress to re- 
sti'ain spending growtli. 

A key to the budget figures 
-- and to why Republicans will 
resist the document as it 
stands -- are Obama's propos¬ 
als to increase government re¬ 
ceipts. 

The While House said tlie 
government could bring in 
$d5Q billion over the next 
decade with tax refonns that 
would eliminate special 
breaks for businesses like oil 
companies, increase a tax tliat 
favors wealthy investors over 


regular income earners, and 
remove various other loop¬ 
holes in the tax code. 

The Wlute House also pre¬ 
dicts $400 billion m savings 
fi'om implementing health 
cai'e reforms and $15S billion 
in savings fi'om immigration 
reform between now and 
3034 

Such added income and 
savings are deeply needed, the 
Wlute House said, to deal with 
the costs of an aging popula¬ 
tion while continuing to invest 
in the economy itself 

"The budget secures that 
revenue through tax reform 
that reduces inefficient and 
unfair tax breaks and ensures 
that everyone, fi'om Main 
Street to Wall Street, is paying 
their fair share," it said. 

Hie budget's longer term 
outlook also sees tlie country's 
huge debt burden failing 
steadily. 

While the absolute level of 
US debt -- now totalling $ 17.3 
trillion -- will keep rising to 
cover the persistent deficit, its 
ratio to the overall size of the 
economy will fall slowly the 
Wlute House said. 

Using the naii'ower defini¬ 
tion of debt held by the public 
-- wbch excludes nitergov em¬ 
inent al holdings like debt ex¬ 
changed with the social 
security? trust fund -- the White 
House said the ration to GDP 
will fall from nearly 75 per¬ 
cent in fiscal 3015 to S9 per¬ 
cent by 3034. 

“Hie budget adheres to the 
spending levels agreed to by 
tlie Congress for fiscal year 
3015," Obama said in a state¬ 
ment 

"But there is dearly much 
more we can and should do to

Louis VBBi Gaal believes it 
could prove tough to achieve 
the target he was set to reach 
the World Cup semi-finals 
later tills year, he said on Tues¬

When he took over as na¬ 
tional coach for the second 
time after Euro 2012, van 
Gaal, (52, was handed tlie task 
of a last four finish in Brasil 

But he said that although he 
had a really talented young 
side, it could be exposed by 
more experienced teams in 
June. 

Tlie Dutch — who went out 
in the group phase of Euro 
2012 leading to coach Bert van 
Maiwijk lea\'ing his post — 
have been drawn in a particu- 
laiiy hard group with holders 
Spaia luglily-tliought-of Clnle 
and Australia. 

Van Gaal, who made Ins 
name as a top level coach witli 
a young Ajax side during the 
1990s by guiding them to the 
1 995 Champions League ti'o- 
phy, pitches Ins team up 
agamst France m a fiiendly on 
Wednesday, tlie last match be¬ 
fore he names his provisional 
30-man squad for tlie finals. 

Ahead of the game he was at 
pains to suggest that the Dutch 
should not be regarded as seri¬ 
ous contenders for the World 
Cup 

"According to the FIFA 
rankings we are eighth or 
teiitli.. 1 1 d 0 esn't matt er whi ch, 
but we are not one of the 
favourites," he said. 

" I view Brazil and Argentina 
and, firom Europe, Spam and 


Germany as tlie favourites. 

"We consider ourselves as 
outsiders. I arnved as coach 
(after tlie Euro) with certain 
tai'gets. qualify for the finals 
and then reach the semi-finals 

"We have introduced a lot of 
fi'esh young blood into the 
team and played really nice 
football and scored a lot of 
goals in the qualifying group. 

"However, the semi-finals 
will be a really hard goal to 
achieve." 

Van Gaal, who has also 
coached Barcelona and Bayern 
Mumch among otliers, sprang 
to tlie defence of sinker Robin 
van Persie, who has had a fius- 
trating season both with in¬ 
juries and form at struggling 
English champions Manizhes¬ 
ter United.

“Perhaps 1 am a bit of an 
old-schoolracei; athrowback. 
I enjoyed the era of drivers 
racing different cai's and test¬ 
ing themselves m other senes. 
It IS tough to do now for a va¬ 
riety of factors, but when the 
opporhinity is there, I want to 
do it." 

Tony Stewart, co-owner of 
Busch's NASCAR nde, is the 
only racer to complete all 
1,100 miles on the same day, 
hnisliing sixth at Indy and 
third at Charl otte in 2001. The 
US dnver also did the double 
in 1999

were John Andretti m 1994 
and Robby Gordon in 2004. 

“I want to pop quiz every¬ 
one who's done it to leai'n as 
much as I can," Busch said. 

He also wants to learn horn 
In dyC ar v eteran racer Andretti 
and his new teammates -- 
Canada's James Hinchcliffe, 
Colombian Cai'los Munoz and 
Americans Marco Andretti 
and 2012 senes champion 
Ryan Hunter-Re ay. 

Busch tested an Indy Car 
last May at Indianapolis and 
passed the mandatory rookie 
orientation program.
